Holy Ghost, and had bound them- 
selves to one of the secret societies 
that are seeking a foothold in the 
midst of this people. They did not 
claim that their wages were too small 
or that their hours were too long, but 
they did claim that the behest of one 
of those union men had not been 
obeyed by the contractor. They 
claimed that men were employed upon

union, and that spirit, which bids fair 
to become a means of destruction in 
the Christian world, found for a time 
at least, lodgment in the hearts of some 
of the employed. 

After referring to the watchful

JEWS IN JERUSALEM. 
——o--- 


Tue following significant article on 
the situation in Palestine as it relates 
to the gathering of the Jews, is taken 
from the Christian pub- 
lished in Cincinnati: 3 


“One of the facts of the times is 
the remarkable increase of the Jew- 
ish population of Jerusalem. Cen- 
turies ago, Judea was swept as clean 
of the hated race as was possible, and 
for centuries past no pains were 
spared to keep it clean of them. The 
number of Jews residing in the land 
of their fathers was next to nothing 
while a rigid rule as to the length o 
temporary sojourn kept it from in- 
creasing. Thus, not | ago the 
maximum period of residence was 
three weeks. But the Turkish gov- 
ernment, yielding to the modern spirit 
and to the pressure of the European 
powers, has relaxed its iron grasp 
until, whatever the formal rule may 
In u y Oity, 
like other people. 


Responding to causes that have not 
as yet been very fully explained, 
Jews have improved their new oppor- 
tunity until the increase of their num- 
ber in Jerusalem and other parts of 
the country is attracting universal 
attention. The very intelligent cor- 
respondent of the Cleveland Leader 
tells us, in a late letter written on 
the ground, that fifty years ago there 
were in Jerusalem only thirty-two 
families, and only 3,000 Jews in all 
Palestine, while to-day there are 
nearly 50,000 in the country, and 
three-fourths of the population of 


Jerusalam is made up of them. They 


are engaged in business, and control 
a large part of the trade of the Holy 


City. 

What are the causes of this influx 
of population to a land that is by no 
means inviting has not been made 
very clear. The correspondent just 
mentioned says the persecution of the 
Jews by the Austrian and Russian 
ae is one cause. Many

They are bringing with them many 
valuable old manuscripts which prove 
their origin, and not a few of them 
are en iff agriculture near Jeru- 
salem. 

It would not be surprising if this 
strange movement—especiul 4 if it 
should be accompanied by a develop- 
ment of fanaticism—were attended 
by unlooked-for results. It seems 
certain that some light will be thrown 
on the state of the Jewish mind as to 
a national re-establishment in the 
land of their fathers. Formerly, this 
was an article of religion; but ration- 
alism has sadly weakened the ances- 
tral faith of the Jews, particularly the 
better educated and more p ive. 
It is hard to say just what the Jew- 
ish mind on this point is. But the 
new developments are certain to 
attract increasing attention, unless 
they come to a sudden end. Chris- 
tians will be sure to resort to the pro-

Crrr or Mexico, Oct. 25.—An earthquake was felt over a large part of the country 
on Wednesday evening. No damage is reported. 

Heavy snow has been falling in Western Nebraska and Utah, and many trains are 
stalled. In Wyoming a blizzard is prevailing. Liverpool Post, Nov. 4. 

Yoxnouama, Nov. 7.—The barque Cheesbrough, bound from Hakodai to New York 
has been wrecked off the north coast of Japan, nineteen of the crew being drowned. 


A violent snowstorm was experienved in Colorado at the end of October. Railroads 
were blocked and telegraph wires thrown down, and hundreds of cattle and horses 
perished. | 

A fire, costing three-quarters of a million dollars, occurred at St. Petersburg, Virginia, 
on the morning of the 6th inst. A whole iron front block and a number of other build- 
ings were destroyed, and Police-lieutenant Chrichton was burned to death. 


Lonpon, Oct. 23.—News comes from St. Petersburg that a sudden rise in the watem 
of the Neva has flooded the whole lower part of the city, and a large number of streets 
are under water from one end to another. No lives are reported lost, but the damage to 
property along the water front extends for many miles on both sides of the river, and 
will reach enormous figures. 

New Mexico was recently visited by a premature blizzard. The snow and Arctic cold 
lasted eight days, with terrible and far-spreading results. It is estimated that 20,000 
sheep and several thousands of cattle perished, and it is known that seven men employed 
as herders lost their lives. Two trains were snow-boung for a week, and the passengers 
saved their lives only by killing cattle, and roasting meat at bonfires made of cars which 
they smashed up. 

All the bodies having now been recovered from the ruins of the weaving shed at 
William-street, Glasgow, into which the walls of Messrs. Templeton’s new factory fell a 
few days ago, it is found that 29 of the workpeople had been killed. They have all been 
identified. Some of the bodies were dreadfully mangled, and one of the victims was 
entirely decapitated, the head being found near. The bodies were removed to the resi- 
dences of the deceased. Nine injured girls lying at the Infirmary are progressing favor- 
ably. A fund has been started for the relief of the sufferers.—Liverpool Post, Nov. 4. 


Princeton, Minn., Oct. 18.—Extensive forest fires have been raging for the past three 
weeks between this place and Bridgeman, extending east and west from Mora to within 
ten miles of Sauk Rapids, and destroying thousands of tons of hay, great quantities of 
cordwood and timber, and in many localities the heath of natural meadows is burned 
and, for this generation, destroyed. The first loss of life occasioned by the fire occurred 
yesterday, Mrs. Hiram Whittier being burned to death in the town of Greenbush. 
While helping the rest of the family to save their property’ she fell exhausted. The fire 
communicated to her clothes, and before assistance could be rendered she was burned to

GOD'S SOVEREIGNTY AND PROVIDENCE. 
— 


[CONCLUDED FROM PAGE 715.] 


THE first instance that will be cited is the providential escape of a company 
of Saints from their foes at Fishing River in Missouri. The Saints there 
having suffered great afflictions at the hands of their enemies, an organized 
effort was made in 1834 to relieve them. Under the leadership of the Pro- 
phet Joseph Smith a company of brethren set out from Kirtland, Obio, with 
necessary succor. On the night of the 19th of June, they passed unobserved 
through Richmond, Missouri, and encamped between the forks of the Fish- 
ing River. More than three hundred men had prearranged to concentrate at 
that point and attack the brethren, with the avowed purpose of extermina- 
ting them. But after the darkness set in a mighty hurricane arose and threw 
the plans of the mob into confusion. The hail, which fell like grapeshot, 
together with the awful lightning, spread terror throughout the hostile camp. 
When the storm began, forty of the mobbers had succeeded in crossing over 
to the ground occupied by the Saints; but the Little Fishing River having 
risen, according to their own statements, thirty feet in thirty minutes, no 
more dared venture across; and those already over were glad to return as 
best they could. The Big Fishing River rose forty feet that night, and being 
thus everywhere foiled and terror-stricken, the enemy fied from before the 
Lord without striking a single blow. They lost several men by the floods 
and the lightning. On the 21st of June Colonel Sconce and two other leading 
men of Ray County visited the Prophet and said: We see that there is an 
almighty power that protects this people.” The escape of Zion’s camp on 
that occasion was marvelous enough to extort from enemies a confession that 
it was effected through a Divine agency, and so it was. 

Another instance of God’s providential care for His people is told as fol- 
lows in the eloquent language of Bishop O. F. Whitney, in his life of Heber

The year 1848 was the year of the cricket plague. Myriads of these des- 
tructive pests, an army of famine and despair, rolled in black legions down 
the mountain sides and attacked the fields of growing grain. tender 
crops fell an easy prey to their fierce voracity. They Fiterally swept every- 
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thing before them. Starvation with all its terrors seemed staring the poor 
settlers in the face. 

They were saved by a miracle. In the midst of the work of destruction, 
when it seemed as if nothing could stay the work of devastation, great flocks 
of gulls suddenly appeared filling the air with their white wings and plaintive 
cries, and settled — upon the half ruined fields. At first it seemed as 
though they came but to destroy what the cricket had left. But their true 

urpose was soon apparent. They came to prey upon the destroyers. All 

ay long they gorged themselves, and, when full, disgorged and feasted again; 
the white guils upon the black crickets, like hosts of heaven and hell contend- 
ing, until the pests were vanquished and the ple were saved. The hea- 
ven-sent birds then returned to the lake islands whence they came, leaving 
the grateful people to shed tears of joy at the wonderful deliverance wrought 
out for them. 

The Pioneers entered the valleys of Utah July 24, 1847, a time of the year 
too late for sowing. A few potatoes and other roots were raised, but that 
wasall Already on short supplies, the very existence of the people depend- 
ed on the harvest of 1848. This the plague of crickets imperiled, and the 
hopes of the struggling Saints seemed about to set in gloom forever; but the 
Lord had prepared deliverance for His people. What child of God can read 
even now the wonderful story of how it was brought about, without feeling 
to shed tears of joy and gratitude? What act of providence is there recorded 
anywhere, that is more beautiful and suggestive than this? We leave it with 
our readers. 

Another example of God’s providence in behalf of the Saints was witnessed 
in the unexpected manner in which He enabled them to supply themselves, 
on more than one occasion, with clothing and many other necessaries of life. 
The first of these worthy of mention occurred at the time of the great gold 
excitement in America. Thousands of people splendidly equipped set out 
from the “States” for California, Utah lying directly in the route. Impa- . 
tient because of the slow progress of their heavily-laden trains, and crazed by 
the gold excitement, the fortune hunters threw away or “sold for a song” the 
valuable goods that made their long march so heavy and wearisome. The 
providential supply of the Saints with the necessaries of life was repeated 
later ‘on in their history, though on a smaller scale, and at a time of less 
scarcity among them. This occurred when Johnston’s army was recalled for 
the defense of the Union at the time the great civil war burst upon the 
country. 

It is a notable fact also that that very army, sent by President Buchanan 
against the Saints upon false accusations and representations, was delayed 
from one cause or another in setting out upon its march for the field of opera- 
tions, and was finally brought to a dead halt by deep snows, which set in 
that year earlier than usual. The delay thus occasioned was a great blessing 
to the Saints. It afforded time for th temper of the American people to 
cool off to a great extent, and for the real facts in the case to be brought to 
the notice of the government. | 

The elements have been operated upon by the Almighty in other and more 
peaceful ways, causing them to contribute to the prosperity and blessing of 
His people. Previous to the founding of the first settlements of Utah by 
the Saints in 1847, the climate was far different from what it is at present. 
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It was so extremely frosty that Colonel Bridger, during a council meeting 
held on the 28th of June, 1847, with the “Mormon” leaders, stated that it would 
be impossible to grow wheat in Salt Lake Valley, and offered a thousand 
dollars for the first bushel of it that should be raised there. The Lord, how- 
ever, has made the wilderness blossom as the rose, and ladened it with crops 
of superior grain, the yield often being almost marvelous. 

The water supply bas likewise been made tu keep pace with the necessities 
of a rapidly increasing population. Streams of water that formerly sank 
into the earth and were wholly lost before reaching arable soil, now flow out 
into fertile valleys and water hundreds of acres of cultivated land. Springs 
have burst forth in new places, thus literally fulfilling the promises of the 
Lord to His people. Towns that years ago were supposed to contain all the 
population that the resources about them could sustain, have, nevertheless, 
kept ov growing steadily, and all are provided for. Whole regions of country 
where spring and autumn rains (especially the former) were once of «xtremely 
rare occurrence, are now blessed with copious showers during both the seasons 
mentioned. 


The marvelous security upon the sea which attends the Sain's when emi- 
grating from all countries to Zion is notorious, and requires no special men- 
tion. The Elders, also, in traveling to and from their respective fields of 
labor, enjoy the same immunity from destruction by the mighty deep. 
Though the Saints by tens of thousands“ have cross d the sea, there rests not 
in her bosom the body of a single Mormon” victim, which her storms and 
billows have been allowed to claim. Dangers of an appalling nature have 
certainly been encountered; but in the midst of them all, the preserving hand 
of the Almighty has been made manifest. The manner in which His pro- 
tecting care is exerciséd in the midst of daugers by sea is illustrated in the 
following account of an accident which befell the SS. Arizona. It is related 
by Elder Henry A. Dixon, who was a passenger on board of the ship at the 
time. He says: } 

On the evening of the 7th inst., (Nov. 1879), about a quarter to nine o’clock 
the N ceased working; there was a sudden thud and shock. I rushed 
on deck, thinking we had struck a vessel, and expected to see the ship I had 
supposed we had collided with, go down. Looking over the bulwarks into 
the seething sea foam, my attention was directed to an iceberg. I should 
have mistaken it for a white cloud, as it resembled one very much in a 
being like a bluish ground with a mantle of snow for a covering. Th 
was given for the boats to be lowered. At this time there was a good 
excitement. Myself and brethren united in yer to the Lord for the 
preservation of the vessel and all on board. The spirit of prophecy came 
upon me, I felt to cheer and comfort the passengers, telling a number of them 
in the name of the Lord, that no lives would be lost and the vessel would 
reach port in safety. By the collision the bow was stove in, there being a big 
hole about 30ft. in depth and 20ft. in width, in the widest part. About 
fifteen tons of ice were jammed into her forecastle, and three sailors were 
buried in it. It was some time before they could be extricated, one being 
insensible when taken out. We return thanks to our Heavenly Father 
for the preservation of our lives. 


* The number who emigrated from the British Isles and European countries, up to 
the close of 1883, was 78,219, and 243 ships had been employed in transporting them. 
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As a final and crowning illustration of God’s providence in behalf of His 
people, we cite the miraculous preservation of a company of emigrating Saints 
in the midst of ajterrible-railroad disaster, which occurred on Sunday morn- 
ing, September 15, 1889. A detailed account of the accident appears in Nos. 
39 and 40 of the current volume of the Star, and need not be repeated It 
suffices now to say that non-“ Mormons” confess that the escape of the Saints 
“is one of the most remarkable things that ever happened.” Another, an 
assistant of the Railroad Commissioner, made the following statement respect- 
ing it: “The wreck is“ the most remarkable I have seen in twenty years’ 
experience. How so [many men, women, and children could have escaped 
loss of life is inexplicable.” Again, others say that had the emigrants been 
any other people than the “ Mormons” they would all have been killed. The 
preservation of the. Saints on that occasion is not “inexplicable.” God had 
given His angels charge concerning them. Tue storm rose by Divine com- 
mand. The bridge became insecure according to the Divine will. The cars 
fell just as far, and not an inch further than God Himself had determined 


they should, and, the might of, heaven was there to save those Saints. The 


Almighty did it, and there was no more danger of the loss of a single life 
than if the members of the company had been seated around their firesides 
at home. But, says one, if God saved them in the midst of the danger, why 
did he not save them from it? We do not profess to know much about God's 
purposes and designs; but, doubtless, one object He had in view was to let 
the Saints themselves see that He is with them in dangers of the most appall- 
ing kind. Again, He has raised up this people to bear testimony for Him to 
the inhabitants of this world, that they may be without excuse in the day of 
His'wrath. His matchless’care over the Saints on the occasion of that wreck 
speaks to’all those who, hear of it with no uncertain voice. It is a divine 
testimony that no one can gainsay. Unless the accident had occurred no 
Buch testimony could have been given. As the matter stands it is one that 
God Himself has borne, and the people of the world must meet it. 


These remarks on God's sovereignty and providence were suggested by His 
mercy to the Saints on that! occasion; and we trust they may be acceptable 
as a token of the gratitude of His people, and as an acknowledgment of His 
hand in all things. We pray that the perusal of the truths that have been 
penned will inspire the; hearts of our brethren and sisters with a more im- 
plicit faith in the goodness, wisdom, power, and providence of our heavenly 
Father, and enable them better to understand to what extent they are taken 
under His protecting care. 

The people of the world may also, if they will, derive valuable lessons from 
the Scriptural truths that have been presented. They teach us plainly that 
God holds the destiny of nations in His own hands, and when He decrees 
their fall there is no power that can save them. It ts he that sitteth upon 
the circle of the earth, and the inhabitanta thereof are as grasshoppers; that 
stretcheth out the heavens‘as a curtain, and spreadeth them out as a tent to 
dwell in: that bringeth the princes to nothing; he maketh the judges of the 
earth as vanity. ¥ Yea, they shall not be planted ; yea, they shall not be sown: 
yea, their stock shall not take root in the earth: and he shall also blow upon 
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them, and they sball wither, and the whirlwind shall take them away as

In a letter recently received from Elder J. M. Tanner, President of the 
Brigham Young College at Logan, he says :— 

“ The College is increasing its patronage very rapidly, and is enjoying the 
blessings common to other schools of like character. The young people who 
enter these schools are almost universally fine examples of what the Gospel 
may do for the youth of Zion. They show a remarkable disposition to keep 
the words of wisdom, many of them not knowing the taste of tea, coffee, 
tobacco, or spiritous driaks. To favor those whose homes are not in Logan, 
we hold a missinary meeting every Sunday morning. In these meet- 
ings strong testimonies are borne, and manifestations of the Spirit of God 
are often very marked. Interest in education is everywhere increasing, and 
especially that education which incorporates the teachings of the Gospel. The 
young people now enjoy more safeguards against the temptations and dangers 
of idleness and ignorance than formerly. 

“Since the liberation of so many of the Twelve there has been a very per- 
ceptible increase in the unity and devotion of the Saints—qualities that 
promise more than any others to liberate Zion. Presidents Woodruff and 
Cannon, as well as the brethren of the Twelve, are now traveling about from 
place to place, holding Conferences, and this return of old time blessings, sim- 
plicity and zeal is reviving the faith of the Saints.

Winter in Utah has set in earlier than usual. 

The crops have been very short.in Ephraim. 

Panguitch realizes immense crops this year. Everybody’s bin is full 


and plenty to spare. 


Sickness in Beaver has considerably abated, though there are still a large 


number of serious cases. 


Pleasant showers have fallen in Sanpete Valley, and snow is reported on 
the mountains in quite large quantities. 

The graders on the extension of the Sanpete Valley Railway have nearly 
reached Ephraim. It is expected that the rails will soon be laid, and that 


the cars will commence running. 


Work on the electric light system in Salt Lake City, which will soon re- 
place gas as a street illuminator, goes steadily onward, and it will not be long 
before street lamps in many portions of the city will be things of the past. 

The Sanpete Stake Academy is doing a good work. It has now enrolled 
eighty-six pupils. Brother A. Greenwood is the principal, and Miss Carrie 
Henry the assistant. The school was first established on November 2, 1887. 

The ruling price of potatoes now is 90 cents per bushel. Some parties 
tried the experiment of getting the tubers in from Kansas City, and were 
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
